1914) as in force in the Union 
territory of Delhi, the Excise Commissioner, Delhi hereby makes the 
following amendment in the Delhi Supply and Sale of Hemp Drugs Rules 
published with Chief Commissioner’s notification No. 4514-Commerce, 
dated the 23rd May, 1936 and as subsequently amended. 


2. This amendment shall come into force with effect from 1st April, 
1964. 

Amendment 

In rule 12 of the said Rules in sub-rule (5), after clause (J) the follow¬ 
ing new clauses shall be added namely:— 

(Jo) No alteration, addition or deletion in the .names of partners 
shall be made except in accordance with rule .7 or rule 8 of 
Delhi Liquor License Rules, as the case may be. Any con¬ 
travention of this condition may entail the cancellation of 
the license, besides such penal action as may be deemed 
necessary. 

(JJJ) The licensee shall be bound to pay all Government dues in 
time.
